Pope Administers Holy Com- 
munion to An Invited Few 
in Pauline Chapel . 


Rome, April ji—Easter was celebrat 
ed in the Italian capital with all the 
pomp and glory that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church could bestow. 

Pope Pius- XI, despite his seventy- 
one years, which he will complete next 
month, rose very carly Easter Sunday 
and, instead of saying mass in his 
private chapel adjoining his bedroom 
as he usually does, celebrated’ it in 
the Pauline Chapel, which {fs the par- 
ish church of the Vatican. The chapel 
which takes its name from Paul III, 
a Farnese, who had it built in 1540 by 
Antonio Da Sangallo the younger, 
seemed to have a special atmosphere 
emphasized by the floral decorations 
which threw up.in strong relief the 
somber beauty of.

It will, be ‘remembered that it was | 
at the “George and Vulture” that Mr. 
Pickwick took his quarters after he 
gave up the, rooms at Mrs. Bardell’s 
in Goswell Street. Here) it was that 
he was arrested by the sh¢riff's officer 
for non-payment of the damages and 
costs in the breach of promise action. 
The “George and Vulture” of today 
is very different frori the hostelry of 
Mr. Pickwick’s time. Strictly sperking 
it is not now an inn at all, for all its 
three flodrs are devoted to serving 
meals to the hungry workers of the 
neighbouring offices. Nevertheless the 
house maintains as much of the Pick- 
wick spirit as it can. There are the 
old fashioned box seats for diners, and 
the walls are covered with valuable 
old-time prints dealing with the Pick- 
wick Club.’ The city Pickwick Club 
holds its meetings here, and the Dick 
ens Fellowship has often held gather- 
ings here also. In 1837 when the Pick- 
wick Papers were first being published 
jn monthly parts, a club for the circu 
lation of popular literature’ used to 
meet at the “George and Vulture.” 
When it was proposed that the club 
should subscribe for the Pickwick 
papers an amendment was moved on 
the ground that the new work was vul 
gur. The amendment was lost and an 
addition was made to the original mo 
tion that the monthly parts when com 
plete should be bound into one vol- 
ume. This volume was sold a year 
later for 13 shillings and sixpence. It 
is now in the British Museum Library 
where it is.preserved as a national

While the demand for the Hudson 
Bay route has been most insistent in 
recent years, it is.no new idea... Old 
maps in the Dept. of Railways show 
the existence of paper: projections to 
Hudson Bay when the present C.P.R. 
was also a line'on-paper only. «The 
Hudson Bay route was the elusive but 
shining bait of politiclans during many- 
generla elections. From 1886-1908 
the Canadian statutes contained a 
standing offer of subsidy in the form 
of land grants to,.anyone who would 
undertake the construction of the 
Une: In; the latter -year, legislation 
was. provided for the sale of -public 
lands in the west to enable the 
country .to construct or to pledge the 
credit of the country to construct, a 
publicly owned railway to Hudson 
Bay; This legislation was in force 
until 1918 and. produced approximately 
twenty million dollars. This revenue 
was never, set aside specifically for the 
purpose: of the railway but the public 
treasury has had the benefit of it. 
Western Canada thus feels that it has 
already provided a fair proportion of 
the outlay involved in the undertak. 
ing. 

In 1908 surveys were taken and 
‘Laurier announced the intention of 
his government to itself construct the 
railway which in the .words of the 
Prime Minister was “to ensure the 
largest measure of benefit to the Can- 
adian people in the western provinces” 
‘Three years later the same govern- 
ment let the contract for the first 
section of the. road.i55 miles. Shortly 
thereafter the government changed 
hands and the Borden government, in 
1912-placed- the balance of the 
under construction. -. : 

At this point.a departure was made 
from the original intention to bulld 
to Churchill, the only. natural harbor 
on the west coast, and Nelson was 
‘selected as the ocean terminus because 
of the 87 mile shorter rail haul and 
the belief. that the country between 
Nelson. and Churchill was unsuited to 
railway construction. No proper data 
‘was secured as to submarine conditions 
at Churchill, and very lttle 9s to Nel- 
son. Moreover the conclusions of the 
railway engineers responsible for the 
port selection were not submitted to 
the scrutiny of port engineering auth- 
orities: “Thus the country was  coro- 
mitted. tothe. attempt to develoy = 
purely artificial harbor. at the mouth 
of the Nelson River,-an exposed and 
difficnlt situation, separated from deep 
waer by 20 mijes of uncertain nayiga-| 
tion. Rails-had been laid to within 
190 miles of Nelson at @-tost of $14,- 
000,000 and. $6,000,000. had been spent 
on port, development when wotk was 
shutdown. during- what proved to be 
jthe closing. phases. of the war.

The Bay it- 
self ts rich in fisheries for which the 
west presents a substantial market, 
and, no matter. what the length of 
navigation through -the Stralt, there 
is‘no reason: why our access to the 
Bay -itself should not be constant, and 
the development of its resources con- 
tinuous. While we have yet to reach 
{inal ‘conclusions as to the length of 
the: season..of navigation, we:do not 
permit the croaker to alarm us because 
we know what {t.is customary to ac- 
complish in even a abort period .of 
intensive navigetion ~.of: tha Great 
Lakes when the-ctop begins to move. 
The distance from Churchill to Liver- 
pool is 2046 miles; from- Montreal. to 
Liverpool vig Cape Race -3007 miles; 
and via Belle Isle 2760. miles. Church- 
ll and Montreal are therefore practi- 
cally on a parity in the matter of 
mileage. But from the centre. of 
Saskatchewan to Churchill is only 
half the distance from the same centre 
to Montreal, which would give Church- 
ill a considerable . advantage in the 
shipment of Western Canada wheat, 
and dairy products overseas.  “ 


However the west does not see & 
future devoted solely to grain and 
cattle. It is making a success of mix- 
ed farming and it has {llimitable coal 
which one day will attract industries 
heretofore confined largely to Eastern 
Canada. Iron ore for the use of the 
Western manufacturer may be ‘avail- 
able on the east shore of the Bay it- 
self; if not, it can be brought from 
the Maritime provinces.into the pic- 
ture. There has been complaint there 
of commercial isolation from the rest 
of Canada largely by way of prohibii- 
ive railway charges. The © Maritime 
provinces are on the sea and we may 
see the day when profitable commer- 
cial intercourse may be established 
between the Maritimes and the.
